TRAINING  PLAN  LAUNCHED 
FOR  CIVILIAN  VOLUNTEERS 


A state-wide  training  program  for 
civilian  defense  volunteers  was  an- 
nounced last  weekend  with  the  ap- 
pointment of  Dr.  Fred  W.  Hosier  as 
Chief  of  Training  for  the  State  Council 
of  Defense  and  the  attendance  of  200 
county  air  raid  training  chiefs  and  dep- 
uties at  a two-day  session  in  Harris- 
burg. 

Dr.  Hosier,  who  heads  the  Public 
Service  Institute  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction,  will  draw 
up  plans  for  instructing  rescue  and 
demolition  squads,  fire  watchers,  mes- 
sengers, road  repair  squads,  decon- 
tamination crews,  and  other  volunteer 
units. 

Textbooks  prepared  by  the  U.  S. 
Office  of  Civilian  Defense  will  be  used 
for  the  courses. 

“We  expect  to  work  through  a va- 
riety of  agencies,  including  colleges, 
schools,  and  State  departments,  in  car- 
rying this  training  into  all  parts  of  the 
state,”  said  Dr.  Hosier. 

Given  first  priority  in  the  training 
program  are  air  raid  wardens,  auxiliary 
firemen,  and  first  aid  workers.  The  first 
aid  courses  already  are  being  offered 
by  the  Red  Cross  with  the  coopera- 
tion of  Local  Councils  of  Defense. 

An  early  start  of  air  raid  warden 
classes  was  insured  by  the  Harrisburg 
session  last  weekend.  Originally,  the 
S.C.D.  planned  to  send  out  instructors 
to  all  counties,  but  this  plan  was 
dropped  after  the  first  classes  proved 
too  large  for  effective  training. 

Now,  with  the  help  of  instructions 
they  received  last  weekend,  the  county 
air  raid  training  chiefs  will  have  full 
responsibility  for  conducting  the 
classes  in  their  own  counties.  The  chiefs 
and  their  deputies  were  appointed  by 
County  Council  of  Defense  chairmen. 

In  the  field  of  fire  training,  experi- 
enced instructors  have  been  appointed 


STATE  HEADQUARTERS 
NOW  ON  FIRST  FLOOR 

The  State  Council  of  Defense  staff 
interrupted  activities  long  enough  this 
week  to  move  its  desks  and  equipment 
from  scattered  offices  on  the  third  and 
fourth  floors  of  the  Capitol  to  central- 
ized quarters  on  the  first  floor.

throughout  the  state,  and  classes  will 
be  started  within  the  next  week.  Ar- 
thur W.  Espey,  chief  of  fire  training  in 
Dr.  Hosier’s  office,  is  in  charge  of  this 
program. 

Dr.  Hosier  and  his  staff  are  not  new- 
comers to  civilian  defense.  They  or- 
ganized the  County  Defense  Institutes 
and  the  Plant  Protection  Schools  for 
the  S.C.D. 

Rules  For  Blackout 
Adopted  In  State 

Staging  of  practice  blackouts  and  the 
adoption  of  regulations  for  extinguish- 
ing lights  on  billboards  and  store  fronts 
have  carried  Pennsylvania  forward  in 
its  preparations  against  air  attack. 

Since  the  Army  announced  its  ban 
on  blackouts,  except  those  approved  in 
advance,,  permission  has  been  given 
by  Dr.  A.  C.  Marts,  executive  director 
of  the  S.C.D.,  and  Army  authorities, 
for  ten  blackouts  in  the  state. 

The  communities  given  permission 
were:  Waynesboro,  and  Bucks  county 
(Jan.  18),  Carlisle  (Jan.  19);  Hanover 
(Jan.  20),  Akron,  Philadelphia,  Lan- 
caster, Muncy,  Chambersburg,  and 
Columbia.  The  test  in  Philadelphia 
has  been  postponed  until  a later  date. 

In  no  case  is  a blackout  permitted  to 
affect  industrial  plants,  airports,  or 
beacon  lights. 

The  regulations  for  blacking  out  bill- 
boards were  worked  out  by  the  State

Couniy  Councils 
Pass  Instructions 
To  Local  Councils 

A clear-cut  “chain  of  command”  lead- 
ing from  the  State  Council  of  Defense 
to  the  County  Councils  and  from  there 
to  the  Local  Councils  has  been  put  in 
effect  to  avoid  confused  relationships 
between  county  and  local  units. 

The  action  was  taken  unanimously 
at  a joint  meeting  of  the  State  Council 
of  Defense  with  the  mayors  of  the 
state  and  the  County  Council  of  De- 
fense chairmen  from  their  counties 
last  week  in  the  hall  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  at  Harrisburg. 

As  a result,  all  literature  and 
instructions  from  the  State  Council 
headquarters  will  be  channeled  to 
County  Councils,  which  will  in  turn 
pass  them  on  to  Local  Councils. 
Similarly,  Local  Councils  will  con- 
sult their  county  units  for  advice 
and  will  refer  questions  through 
them  to  the  State  Council. 

If  local  or  county  problems  require 
the  attention  of  the  Office  of  Civilian 
Defense,  they  are  to  be  referred  through 
the  State  Council  to  the  regional  office 
of  the  OCD  in  Baltimore  and  from 
there,  if  necessary,  to  Washington. 

The  meeting,  presided  over  by  Gov- 
ernor James,  was  unanimous  in  oppos- 
ing any  direct  communication  from  the 
OCD  to  county  or  local  units,  and  vice 
versa.  Major  S.  T.  McCloskey,  acting 
regional  director  for  OCD,  concurred 
in  this,  and  advised  all  local  and  county 
units  to  “completely  disregard  all 
orders  except  those  from  the  State

ONE-DAY  SCHOOLS 

Special  one-day  Plant  Protec- 
tion Schools  will  be  conducted  by 
the  State  Council  of  Defense  on 
Jan.  30  at  Erie,  on  Feb.  5 at  Pitts- 
burgh, and  on  Feb.  6 at  Philadel- 
phia. 

The  Erie  school,  to  be  held  in 
the  Masonic  Temple  Building,  is 
open  to  factory  and  institutional 
delegates  from  northwestern 
Pennsylvania,  while  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Pittsburgh  sessions  are 
intended  as  follow-up  courses  for 
more  than  1,000  delegates  who 
attended  the  earlier  three-day 
Schools  in  those  cities. 

The  follow-up  sessions  are 
scheduled  for  Irvine  Auditorium, 
Philadelphia,  and  Carnegie  Lec- 
ture Hall,  Pittsburgh. 
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TEACH  SELF-RELIANCE

The  most  important  lesson  that  citi- 
zens of  Pennsylvania  can  be  taught  in 
regard  to  civilian  defense  is  this: — 
civilian  defense  is  self  defense. 

All  our  efforts  in  the  State  and  Local 
Councils  of  Defense  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  are  aimed  at  this  one 
purpose,  that  every  family  and  every 
individual  shall  learn  how  to  take  care 
of  themselves  in  time  of  danger. 

Instructions  are  being  given  through 
the  newspapers,  through  printed  leaf- 
lets, radio  and  public  meetings.  If 
every  person  will  learn  now,  and  when 
danger  comes  will  act  cooly  and  with 
self-control  along  the  lines  he  has 
learned,  then  we  will  come  through 
this  ordeal  with  the  maximum  of  safety. 

Don’t  let  the  citizens  of  your  com- 
munity lose  their  heads  and  be  a bur- 
den to  their  neighbors  or  their  com- 
munity. They  may  not  be  able  to  do 
much  for  others,  but  they  should  be 
made  ready  to  take  care  of  themselves 
and  not  make  others  work  and  act  for 
them  when  an  emergency  comes.

Both  men  are  veterans  of  many  years’ 
continuous  service  with  the  Pennsyl- 
vania National  Guard  and  both  served 
on  the  28th  Division  staff  at  Indian- 
town  Gap  until  transferred  last  month 
because  of  age  regulations. 

Colonel  Reninger  will  carry  out  as- 
signments for  the  State  Council  in 
eastern  Pennsylvania  and  Colonel 
Pierce  will  visit  western  counties. 
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Tires,  Planes,  Physical  Fitness 

— All  Come  Under  Civilian  Defense 


Tire  rationing,  physical  fitness,  Civil 
Air  Patrol,  and  youth  activities  are 
some  of  the  new  projects  assigned  to 
the  State  Council  of  Defense  under  the 
accelerated  pace  of  wartime. 

The  growing  scope  of  the  program 
was  illustrated  at  a conference  called 
by  Dr.  A.  C.  Marts,  executive  director, 
to  acquaint  all  of  the  persons  handling 
different  phases  of  the  state  program 
with  the  activities  of  their  colleagues. 

Governor  Arthur  H.  James  told  the 
group  that  their  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities will  increase  during  the  year 
and  that  they  should  resolve  not  for 
a “happy  new  year”  but  for  a “deter- 
mined new  year.” 

Among  the  activities  reported  on 
were  the  following: 

Tire  Rationing — Headed  by  T.  El- 
mer Transeau,  who  was  Director  of 
Highway  Safety  in  the  Department  of 
Revenue.  The  program  is  now  in  full 
operation  following  the  appointment  of 
County  Tire  Rationing  Boards  by  the 
chairmen  of  County  Councils  of  De- 
fense. Serving  under  the  county  boards 
are  422  local  boards. 

Volunteer  Police  Officers — Nearly 
40,000  application  blanks  have  been 
sent  out  at  the  request  of  industries 
and  municipalities,  and  several  thou- 
sand commissions  have  been  signed  by 
Governor  James  under  the  wartime  act 
of  1917.  The  applications  are  being 
handled  for  the  State  Council  by 
Thomas  D.  Frye. 

Physical  Fitness — Nine  educators 
have  been  named  as  regional  direc- 
tors of  this  program  in  Pennsylvania 


New  Councils  Raise 
State  Total  To  600 

Organization  of  a County  Council  of 
Defense  in  Allegheny  county,  under 
chairmanship  of  Ross  L.  Leffler,  has 
completed  the  chain  of  County  Coun- 
cils in  all  67  counties  of  Pennsylvania.

ericks, newly-appointed  director  of 
physical  fitness  for  the  S.C.D.  Dr. 
Fredericks  is  asking  all  Councils  of 
Defense  to  cooperate  in  physical  fit- 
ness programs  for  schools,  industries 
and  the  general  public. 

Youth  Activities — George  Munger, 
head  football  coach  at  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  is  directing  this  pro- 
gram for  the  S.C.D.  He  will  organize 
college  and  other  youth  groups  for 
active  participation  in  civilian  defense. 

Air  Raid  Alarm  Devices — The  Gen- 
eral State  Authority  is  making  a sur- 
vey of  all  such  equipment  now  in  use 
in  Pennsylvania,  and  the  estimated 
additional  needs,  at  the  request  of  the 
State  Council  of  Defense.  Question- 
naires are  being  sent  to  County  Coun- 
cils of  Defense. 

Civil  Air  Patrol — This  is  a federal- 
directed  program  to  utilize  civilian 
planes  and  pilots  for  auxiliary  war- 
time assignments.  William  L.  Ander- 
son, commander  of  the  Pennsylvania 
unit,  is  enlisting  the  2300  private  planes 
and  4,000  pilots  in  Pennsylvania  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  S.C.D. 

Reports  were  given  also  by  persons 
directing  activities  that  had  started 
before  wartime.  Ralph  E.  Flinn,  Chief 
Air  Raid  Warden,  estimated  that  about 
45,000  air  raid  wardens  are  being 
trained  and  that  four  times  that  num- 
ber will  be  needed.  Charles  E.  Clark, 
Chief  Fire  Warden,  reported  that  at 
least  90,000  auxiliary  firemen  will  be 
recruited.

Council  of  Defense  and  the  Outdoor 
Advertising  Association  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. All  billboards  are  to  be  equipped 
with  cut-off  switches,  and  those  that 
cannot  be  reached  promptly  are  to  be 
darkened  for  the  full  duration. 

Similarly,  the  State  Council  has  ap- 
proved a plan  by  the  Pennsylvania  Re- 
tailers’ Association  for  keeping  all 
store  windows  dark  except  where  night 
watchmen  are  on  duty  or  outside  cut- 
off switches  are  installed. 

The  responsibility  for  pulling  the 
cut-off  switches  is  to  be  decided  in  each 
community  by  the  Local  Council  of  De- 
fense. 

A plan  is  being  worked  out  also  for 
extinguishing  airplane  beacon  lights 
in  time  of  air  raids.  Auditor  General 
F.  Clair  Ross,  a member  of  the  State 
Council,  is  cooperating  in  this  project. 


Air  Raid  Warning 
System  Completed 

• Zoning  of  the  state  into  57  air  raid 
warning  districts  has  been  completed 
with  the  selection  of  23  warning  cen- 
ters in  western  Pennsylvania. 

Black  warning  boxes  are  now  being 
installed  at  these  centers  to  round  out 
the  state-wide  warning  system  which 
was  first  installed  in  19  eastern  centers 
last  September  and  later  extended, 
after  the  outbreak  of  war,  to  15  cen- 
tral Pennsylvania  districts. 

The  warning  boxes  are  the  medium 
by  which  the  Army  Inceptor  Command 
flashes  word  of  impending  air  raids. 

The  warning  centers  just  selected, 
the  counties  they  serve,  and  the  names 
of  the  county  chief  air  raid  wardens, 
follow:

EMPLOYMENT  OFFICES

gard this  information  as  strictly 
confidential. 

The  District  Warning  Centers 
and  other  air  defense  and  semi- 
military services  are  considered 
in  the  same  confidential  category.

Reading-Berks

“Although  the  office  had  been  dis- 
cussed seven  months  ago,”  explained 
Catherine  Nolan,  chairman  of  pub- 
licity, “its  organization  had  been 
planned  as  a slow  and  thorough  proc- 
ess.” 

Then,  on  December  11,  came  an 
order  from  the  Council  of  Defense  to 
have  the  office  operating  by  4 o’clock 
the  next  afternoon. 

“The  response  was  most  edifying,” 
said  Miss  Nolan.  “By  the  appointed 
hour,  a temporary  office  had  been  se- 
cured and  equipped,  a skeleton  force 
of  27  registrars  had  been  trained,  and 
enrollment  and  placement  cards  had 
been  planned  and  printed.” 


ORDERS  FOR  ARMBANDS 
PLACED  THROUGH  S.C.D. 

Orders  for  official  Civilian  Defense 
armbands,  principally  for  air  raid 
wardens,  have  been  received  by  the 
State  Council  of  Defense  from  a num- 
ber of  County  and  Local  Councils  and 
forwarded  to  approved  manufacturers. 

The  orders  are  handled  by  Thomas 
E.  Kilroy,  finance  officer  of  the  State 
Council,  and  deliveries  are  made  by 
the  manufacturer  directly  to  the  com- 
munity that  places  the  order.  Payment 
is  made  by  the  County  or  Local  Council 
to  the  manufacturer. 

Other  insignia  which  may  be  ordered 
through  the  State  Council  include: 
cloth  sleeve  insignia  for  uniforms,  em- 
broidered cloth  or  metal  uniform  col- 
lar and  cap  emblems,  celluloid  insignia 
of  rank,  lapel  buttons,  automobile  in- 
signia plates,  and  decalcomania.
